Small excursion boats ply from Buffalo 
ot Too aw soda, going down the West 
river to and below Navy Island, and re* 
turning op the East liver, or vloe versa, 
the foot of Navy Island la possibly a 
mile and a bait above the ‘•Falls." 

■ Tbe eaeond day’s trip wae to be to all 
the Vbolea" known to our “master flab- 
ermau,*' so we were all up betimes, sad 
at 6 o’clock were out oo tbe water. A 
heavy wind bothered ua somewhat, but 
otir biul of black baa°, while email, w a 
grattfylog, as It was toe largest catoo 
of tbe day. Our master fisherman was 
indefatigable In bla efforts to find tbe 
fisb.

An unpleasant Incident was cell id to 
the New York mao’a attention early In 
the morning of this day by an exploel< n 
over towards Grand Island, and a col¬ 
umn of water shot Into tbe air.
